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Introduction 


The passage of four hundred years has done nothi 
the interest of the general public in Queen Elizabet 
robe. Her love of new fashions has been generally interpreted as 
extravagance in dress, but the rich gowns, increasingly elaborate 
with the passing years, were an essentia] part of Gloriana’s image. 
As Queen of England she played an intricate political game of 
matrimonial alliances all over Europe for years. The game’s success 
depended a great deal on her appearance and the illusion of eternal 
youth. 

The Queen’s gowns were made of expensive materials, often 
embroidered and decorated with jewels. A small department of the 
Great Wardrobe, the Wardrobe of Robes, dealt with orders for her 
clothes keeping a careful note of deliveries from each store. The 
Queen’s servants would sign their names in various books as they 
took charge of items, so that it was not often that anything went 
astray. One of these journals or day books is preserved in the Public 
Record Office; perhaps it might be more conveniently described 
as an outward delivery book, as no items entering the Wardrobe 
are listed. It records jewels lost by the Queen; deliveries of lengths 
of material to various ladies-in-waiting to make mufflers and other 
items for the Queen to wear; deliveries of new material or pieces 
of old gowns to the tailor for the Queen’s use; gifts of gowns and 
other clothing to the ladies-in-waiting, courtiers including the Earl 
of Leicester, tailor, laundress, Yeoman of the Robes and many 
others, between 1561 and 1585. A signature beneath almost every 
item records its safe delivery. 

Gifts of used clothing may seem strange to our eyes, but rich and 
expensive materials were used over and over again as long as they 
were in good condition.’ People left items of clothing to friends, 
relations and servants in their wills and one of the Queen’s gowns 
would have been a most welcome gift to any of her ladies.

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MARY SCUDAMORE AND THE DAY BOOK

source as ‘an ms wardrobe book belonging to Sir Thomas Phillipps 
Bart’ in the collection at Middle Hill. It seems likely that there 
were duplicate books, one probably kept in the Office of the Ward. 
robe of Robes, which later passed into the Phillipps library, and 
this copy at Court, as there seems to be no indication that it was 
ever at Middle Hill. 

How did the book pass from the safekeeping of the Wardrobe of 
Robes to the Norfolk Estate ? It was probably taken from Court by 
Mary Scudamore, one of the Gentlewomen of the Privy Chamber. 
Among other papers kept with it at Holme Lacy was a MS Book of 
Arrears within the circuit of John Scudamore, King’s Receiver in

Mary Scudamore’s name and signature appear frequently in the 
day book. At some time shortly before July 1586, when Sir Thomas 
Gorges took over the responsibility for the safe keeping of the sa 
tents of the Wardrobe of Robes from Ralph Hope and John 
Roynon, a Commission was appointed, to at least two of whose 
members all acquittances, bills or books ‘subscribed with handes or 
markes of the parties receyvinge the said Robes garmentes apparel 
Silkes Jewells & other stuff were to be shown‘, This day book 
would have been checked then and was probably returned to 
Mary Scudamore in her capacity as one of the Gentlewomen of the 
Privy Chamber with the intention of continuing to record items 
lost or leaving the Wardrobe of Robes at Court in the same way. 
Sir Thomas Gorges may have decided to reorganise the arrange- 
ments and start new books. This would account for the last entries 
being in June 1585 and the large number of blank pages. Mary 
Scudamore probably took the book home with her, perhaps intend- 
ing to use these empty sheets of paper. After her death in 1603 it 
apparently remained at Holme Lacy until 1817, by which time 
the property had become part of the Dowager Duchess of Norfolk’s 
estate. 

The Public Record Office catalogue entry explains the descent 
of the property. James, 3rd Viscount Scudamore of Holme Lacy 
and his wife Frances, only daughter and heiress of Simon, 4th 
Baron Digby, had an only daughter, also Frances (b.

Se Many more gifts were probably being made by the Queen as her 

ardrobe increased in size and for this reason records were kept in 
secele form for easy reference from 1561 onwards. There was 
certainly one other book which recorded outward deliveries and 
gifts from the Tower of London store*. Although no other books 
seem to have survived, there would probably have been one for 
== store, new Ones being started in 1586, with duplicate copies 
of each kept in the Office of the Wardrobe of Robes. The record of 
gifts of clothing printed here is therefore not a complete one; 
entries noting others may be found elsewhere. For example, a 
warrant to George Brideman dated 28 March, 1572, ordered him 
to ‘Delyver to Charles Smyth Page of our Robes Fourtene yardes 
of Murrye damaske to be employde in making of a Night gowne 
for the Erle of Leycester. And two hole pecis of Crymesen silk 
chamlet stryped with golde, the one conteyning xxx" yardes 
iij quarters di, and the other xxx"' yardes quarter di, to make 
Fraunces Howard and Elyzabeth Knolles of our privie chamber 
eyther of them a trayne gowne’ *. None of these gifts are listed in the 
day book; George Brideman was in charge of the store at the 
Palace of Westminster, so these items would have been entered 
there. 

The gifts range from Robes of the Most Noble Order of the 
Garter sent to foreign royalty and furs for the Earl of Leicester, to 
a worn out black velvet night gown taken by Ralph Hope for part 
of his winter fees. One rather mysterious gift of three and a half 
yards of russet satin to make a doublet for the Steward of the 
Cardinal of Chatillon’s house (no. 130) may be explained as a pay- 
ment for service to the state in spying on his master. In April 1569 
Killigrew wrote to Sir William Cecil that ‘Sir H. Norreys had a 
packet intercepted in which there were letters to the Cardinal of 
Chatillon, since which time he is straightly looked unto”. 

As we have seen, the day book does not give a complete record 
of the Queen’s gifts to the women who served her. Of those aan

These were frequently newly lined or completely i 

modelled for the ladies to whom they were given?®, Sometin 

garments were presented without any alterations for the recipient. 
to use as they wished. One of the Queen’s petticoats jy green 
patterned velvet was given to Lady Drury to cut up for a gown for 
her little daughter Frances (no. 278). Two beautiful Petticoat. 
‘called Opall’, which probably meant that they had a milky 
iridescent sheen like an opal, were also unaltered when they were 
given to Mary Scudamore in January 1579 (no. 284). The second 
one had been lined with crimson sarsenet in 1575**. 

When a gown was due to be discarded, the Queen and her ladies 
may have discussed among themselves who would be the mog 
suitable recipient for the gift. On one occasion the consent of the 
Gentlewomen of the Privy Chamber was obtained before an Irish 
gentlewoman was presented with an orange velvet safeguard, an 
orange satin doublet and a pair of ash colour satin sleeves, so pre- 
sumably the clothes had already been given to these ladies to 
dispose of (no. 362). 

On a few occasions the Queen may have changed her mind 
about gifts, as some items in the day book have been deleted. A 
French gown of cloth of gold with crimson velvet welts was appar- 
ently given by the Queen’s commandment to Elizabeth Drury on 
16 December 1574, but the entry was cancelled (no. 184). The 
same gown is listed again on 20 January 1575 so the Queen 
decided to give it away after all (no. 186). 

The series of lost jewels entered from time to time would appear 
to have been copied from various memoranda made while on Pro- 
gresses, as they are often followed by a few gowns and other items 
at Court with earlier delivery dates. The Queen’s personal jewels 
were the responsibility of various ladies-in-waiting and the date 
and place of each loss were carefully recorded. Few pieces of 
clothing seem to have been mislaid in spite of all the travelling 

about on Progresses. One item, part of a gown which had formerly 
belonged to Queen Mary”, was used with other pieces of her 
clothing in a play at Oxford and afterwards could not be found 
(no. 61); Ralph Hope, the Yeoman of the Robes who was in charge 
of these costumes, may not have been used to dealing with the 
players.

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The constant succession of gifts of clothing presented to the 
Queen recorded in the New Year’s Gift Rolls and the clothes ittade 
each year by her tailors, first Walter Fyshe, then William Jones, 
must have taken up a great deal of storage space; it is not surprising 
that Elizabeth gave so many things away. Although an incomplete 
record, the day book gives us an insight into the careful organisa- 
tion of the Wardrobe of Robes. It also helps to give us a more 
palanced picture of Queen Elizabeth’s so-called extravagance in 


dress.

PUNCTUATION 


Entries in the manuscript are written by a number of differen 
hands, and are virtually unpunctuated except for occasional 
commas, full stops and virgules. By the sixteenth century the latter 
stand for commas in the middle of a sentence and as full stops at 
the end of a section, so they have been shown in the modern form, 
Capital letters have been left as orginally written. Readers who find 
it difficult to understand the sense in some places may easily recover 
the ‘Sixteenth century meaning by reading the entry aloud. 
Christian names and surnames represented as initials or abbrevia- 
tions have usually been left in this form. Where they are extended 
this is done in square brackets e. g., Brod{belt]. 


NUMERALS AND DATES 


Roman numerals are mainly used in the MS. The use of iiij, viiij 
and xxxx for iv, ix and xl is common. Abbreviations of numbers 
vary between Latin and English, so that ‘tenth’ may be written as 
x* (decimo) or x" (tenth). The dates of the entries can be confusing. 
Most of them give the regnal year (usually written Anno RRE or 
Anno Regni Reginae Elizabethae) or, occasionally, the Julian Old 
Style calendar date, when 25th March was the first day of the New 
Year. The first regnal year began on 17th November 1558 and 
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ended on 16th
